1. This dispatch will bring you up to date on the course of the conversa- 
""^^^ions with POJACKPOT/l and Co* First of all - operational report! 5 on thi« 

complex has been sporadic with ver/ little having been put to paper. ) 

has become a more or less constant contact and conversations with him continue to 
cover a wide range of subject natter, but there is little sense In deluding our- 
selves that we have anything resembling an operation in these contacts. That he 
and POJACKPOT/l continue to regard KUBARK as a useful connection is evidenced by 
their recent proposals regarding local Involvements with Egyot. Prom our point 
of view thev continue to be useful sources of bits of political gossip, and 
^ } especially a fairly accurate predictor of major political develop- 

ments. These items are reported as they are picked up into normal intelligence 
channels where they are promptly made available to you* 

2. POJACKPOT/l continues to be one of the most Influential men in Japan. 

It should never be lost sight of, however, that his basic motive is the aggran- 
iizement of his empire with his desire to improve Japan's international position 
running a close second. Our interest in him picked up again when he re-entered 
the cabinet in his present position, tying in as it does with main 

activity. In this capacity he has worked within the government for greater 
appropriations for PODAUB and has, as might be expected, iireed a scheme for 
In^ovinfit PODAUB conmunications on to a somewhat reluctant ^ 9od

3 . With regard to the use of POJACKPOT/l as a soiirce for the intelligence 

use of his correspondents there would seem to be little possibility of doing it 
in a way that would satisfy our canons of operational security. This was amply 
demonstrated vAien ( ) approached him on the early fall Syrian flap. He indi- 

cated general assen't to the idea of sending a man from Rome. He did in fact 
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send such a man, but i^ihout letting C ^ ’mow that he had (tone it. Head- 
quarters cooling of interest in the iaea convinced him that we did not know our 
own minds, ( p made a voyage to Canossa after the whole debacle was over 
to atraightezi. tnings out %flth him. He made it clear that his idea of utilizing 
his emplt^ees involved our giving him our JEEI wh-*/rh he would transmit through 
his own channels to his man on the spot. j proposal had been that his 

man would contact one of ours in or near the scene. During o\jt obituary conver- 
sation on this topic he indicated that to act in line with our notions would be 
to make a spy out of the nm^sman - and although he himself had nothing much 
against this idea - he was sure that the news would soon get out • for he says 
that Japanese newsmen are remarkably xmdesirous of accepting this kind of a role 
for a country other than their ovm* Kith all this in mind it became rather dlf- 
.^ficult to press the Indonesian suggsations made by headquarters. In due' course 
we may be able to work out a rejuvenation of this scheme, but for the moment 
there is no prospect of an opening# 

4. All in all the ^relationship continues to be mildly informative, extreme- 
ly instructive for C ) worthwhile for what it is. unavoidable as long as 
POJACKPOT/l holds his present cabinet position i C J contact here has been 
fairly salutary in connection with various high-level i ^ , and in c ^ 

mind at least - probably the longest pregnancy in the history of the world. 
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
